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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 2-12, drawn to a vessel with fuel withdraw, classified in 
class 280, subclass 830+. 



II. Claims 13-18, drawn to a vessel with fuel gauge, classified in class 
73, subclass 714. Claims 1 and 20 links Groups I and II. 

III. Claims 21-26, drawn to component with split nut, classified in class 
411, subclass 432. 

IV. Claims 27 and 28, drawn to direct fuel gauge, classified in class 73, 
subclass 700+. 

2. Claims 1 and 20 Jinjs(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement 
between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking 
claim(s), claims 1 and 20. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and 
any claim{s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of 
the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant 
application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending 
from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are 
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presented in a continuation or divisional application, the clainns of the 
continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims 
of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, 
the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 
F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129. 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP 
§804.01. 

3. Inventions 1,11, IV and III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all of the 
limitations in Group III are not found in Groups 1,11 and IV. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as using the split nut to join 
metal girders. 

4. Inventions 1,11 and IV are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
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subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all of the 
limitations of Group IV are not found in Groups I and II. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as use in a chemical leak plant. 

5. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all of the 
limitations of Group II are not found in Group I. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a reserve tank without a tank level gauge.
